Roosevelt will call a meeting of 
crime experts In Washington for the 
first week In September, according 
to: Informatiori received here today. 


Personally interested in the fed- 


eral government's war on crime, the 
chief executive will call together 
numerous criminologiats, educators 
and scientists in an effort to devise 
means of crime prevention. 


In Charge Of Dr. Copeland. 


The meeting will be under the 


guidance of Sen. Royal S. Copeland, 
chairman of the senate committee 
on crime control. 


Preparations were under way to- 


day for the federal crime commis- 
sion made up of many experts, to 
meet in Washington at the same 
time and in connection with the 
proposed conference. 


Congress has already passed many 


bills recommended by this commit- 
tee, whose membership includes 
Senator Copeland, Senator Arthur 
H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, and 
Senator Louis Murphy, of Iowa. 


Federal criminal laws will be ex- 


amined and discussed with the view 
of. strengthening such statutes as 
may aid in law enforcement work 


The main problem for the atten- 


tion of the meeting however will be 
the consideration of new methods of 
crime prevention. 


Chief among these will be the mat- 


ter of character development in the 
public school system and many emi- 
nent educators and psychologists 
will be heard on this subject. 


To Explain System. 


John Randall, president of Me- 


chanic's Institute, Rochester, N. Y, 
will explain the system which he 
has developed in cooperation with 
Dr. Ben Woods, professor of psycho- 
logy, Columbia University. 


This method embraces the pro- 


cedure of recording various anec- 
dotes of a child's behavior in class 
as well as In play with other pupils 
which may have some effect on its 
character. 


Such a record is then available 


for the study of school authorities 
.and for their use-, in correctly guid- 
ing the development of the student. 


Randall has been very successful 


in the execution ol this scheme at 
his school and he has cooperated 
with Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of schools in the District of 
Columbia, with the view of introduc- 
ing this study in the Washington 
schools.

"(D) affect public order within 
the country." 


Newspapers which no not com- 


ply .with the above regulations are 
officially banned.

Preparations were: under way to- 


day for the federal crime commis- 
sion made up of many experts, to 
meet in Washington at .the. same 
time and in connection . with the 
proposed conference. 


Congress has already passed many 
bills; recommended by-this commit- 
tee, whose membership Includes 
Senator Cbpeland, Senator Arthur 
H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, and 
Senator Louis Murphy, of Iowa. 


Federal criminal laws will be ex- 


amined and discussed with the view 
of; strengthening such statutes as 
may aid in law enforcement work. 


The main problem for the atten- 
tion of the meeting however will be 
the consideration of new methods of 
crime prevention. 


Chief among these will be the mat- 


ter of character development in the 
public school system and many emi- 
nent .educators and psychologists 
will be heard on this subject.

By JOHN W. SCOTZIN 
International «Taws ««rric* Staff 
Correspondent 
HARRISBURG, June 2&—The 
department of public instruc­ 
tion’s second emergency educa­ 
tion program, designed to les­ 
sen adult illiteracy and provide 
employment

needy teachers in Pennsylvania, 
was underway in the state to­ 
day. 
The program, hailed by Dr. James 
N Rule, superintendent of the de- 
psrtment, as "a most significant 
and outstanding piece of education 
work ” was begun this month and 
continue until August 31. 
The first 
program was in operation from last 
November to May 31. 
Financed by funds from the state 
emergency relief board, the educa­ 
tional projects were expected 
to 
train about 90,000 persons this sum­ 
mer, according to the department. 
The program proposes to: 
Provide 
jobs 
for 
unemployed 
teachers, vocational 
training 
and 
retraining for the jobless, certain 
types of educational training of a 
morale-building nature for under­ 
privileged youths and adults, im­ 
prove the domestic life of 
needy 
families, and to 
rehabilitate 
the 
“unemployable.” 
Emergency Program 
Commenting upon the program, 
Dr. Rule said: 
“Thousands of young adults are 
being given excellent 
educational 
opportunities in post high school, 
junior college and college courses 
under the emergency education pro­ 
gram. 
“This work has also given won­ 
derful 
opportunity 
for adults to 
learn new skills in vocational classes 
in agriculture, 
home 
economics, 
trade, and commerce. 
Another ac­ 
complishment has been development 
of the campaign against adult il­ 
literacy.” 
. 
The department said all projects 
for emergency education activities 
must be submitted to it for approval 
through the emergency education 
councils of the respective counties. 
A maximum of 100 hours’ employ­ 
ment is allotted the teachers with 
wages of 85 cents an hour in first 
class districts, 80 cents in second 
and third, and 75 cents in fourth 
class districts. 
A teacher may not 
exceed 24 hours in any one week.

CCORDING to Dr. James N. Rule, state superintendent of 


public instruction, some 15,000 graduates of our secondary 


schools may be expected to enter college in the fall. 
That will 


leave about 45,000 to join the employed or the unemployed. 


It.is obvious that unless every community in the state take 


Dr. Rule's suggestion seriously and forms committees to help 
these young people to secure jobs, or to engage in some useful 
or semi-useful enterprise or project, the value of school train- 
ing will slump, in the case of many thousands, and employment 
conditions will grow worse and worse.

;ooo youths have just left high school, and 140,000 have'grad- 
uated from college in the last two or three weeks. Most of these 
.will be seeking work. The army of the unemployed thus gains 
a million a year by graduation from schools. This puts unem- 
ployment in a most striking and ugly light, and shows how 
jyouth, maturity, and age will be in conflict-for What work may 
be available. 


It is indeed a sad state of affairs when the boy asks for a 


job in the name of his ambition, vigor, and new blood, whilst 
the mature man pleads for the same job on account of his ex- 
perience, record, and judgment, and grandfather is an applicant 
on a basis of his need, wisdom, and dependability. 


Something might be said about the tough spot in which 


trie potential employer finds himself when faced by such a heart- 
moving situation. 


Let us have movements among the public-spirited people 


for providing something worth-while, for young people to do.

YOUNG FOLKS AND WORK 
A 
CCORDING to Dr. James N. Rule, state superintendent of 
public instruction, some 15,000 graduates of our secondary 
schools may be expected to enter college in the fall. 
That will 
leave about 45,000 to join the employed or the unemployed. 
It is obvious that unless every community in the state take 
Dr. Rule’s suggestion seriously and forms committees to help 
these young people to secure jobs, or to engage in some useful 
or semi-useful enterprise or project, the value of school train­ 
ing will slump, in the case of many thousands, and employment 
conditions will grow worse and worse. 
“ Use or lose” is a faithful saying. 
Education will not 
“ stick” if subjected to months or years of idleness. 
But it is not 
an abstract problem, it has to do with the physical, mental, and 
moral welfare of our young people. 
In the United States as a whole, it is estimated that 940,- 
¡000 youths have just left high school, and 140,000 have grad­ 
uated from college in the last two or three weeks. 
Most of these 
will be seeking work. 
The army of the unemployed thus gains 
a million a year by graduation from schools. 
This puts unem­ 
ployment in a most striking and ugly light, and shows how 
¡youth, maturity, and age will be in conflict'for What work may 
be available. 
It is indeed a sad state of affairs when the boy asks for a 
job in the name of his ambition, vigor, and new blood, whilst 
the mature man pleads for the same job on account of his ex­ 
perience, record, and judgment, and grandfather is an applicant 
on a basis of his need, wisdom, and dependability. 
Something might be said about the tough spot in which 
the potential employer finds hrimself when faced by such a heart- 
moving situation. 
Let us have movements among the public-spirited people 
for providing something worth-while for young people to do. 


DISARMAMENT NOT IN DOUBT 
Mr. Davis, our representative at Geneva, is not blindly optimistic. 
"There is,” he says, “some doubt as to the future of disarmament.” 
Even in this expression the chances are th at he was speaking academical­ 


ly. 
Practically, there is little doubt concerning the future of disarm­ 
am ent. 
Europe, which never experiences any change of heart, will con­ 
tinue to applaud the idea while conniving to defeat its purpose.

THE STORY 
Our own apartm ent in New York 
is only two blocks from the one from 
which Agnes Tufverson disappeared 
last Dec. 20. You will recall—if you 
read the daily newspaper dispatches 
—she was the bride of Ivan Poder- j 
jay, 35, whom newspapers describe 
as a self-styled Jugoslavian army 
captain. 
Agnes Tufverson had beer born at 
Grand Rapids, Mich., of Swedish 
immigrant 
parents 
43 years pre­ 
viously. She had become a steno­ 
grapher. She had studied law even­ 
tually, and had been employed as a 
lawyer by a large company in New ; 
York. 
She had accumulated some j 
money in the form of stocks and 
actual cash. 
On a, trip abroad, on a channel 
boat, she had met this handsome 
romancer. 
And the shrewd busi- j 
ness woman evidently was as easily 
captured (for her money) as had 
been other women in this m an’s life ., 
He came to America to sell a “pat­ 
ent lock.” The “romance” culm inat­ 
ed with a wedding in New York on 
Dec. 4. 1933, at the Little Church 
Around the Corner. 
A honeymoon trip was to be taken ; 
to Europe. The couple was to sail 
on the German liner Tamburg on 
Dec. 20. The man sailed alone, how­ 
ever, the following day on the B rit­ 
ish liner Olympic, with trunks and 
I clothes belonging to Agnes. 
Held 
in 
Vienna Poderjay said 
Agnes was neurotic and had dashed 
away to Montreal, the day prior to 
I the scheduled honeymoon 
voyage, 
after withdrawing $25,000 from the 
bank. 
Poderjay is reputed to have ; 
said that Agnes told hir.. if she did 
not arrive in London within a month 
she would be dead. 
Four months after Poderjay had 
wed Agnes Tufverson in New York, 
he married Susanne Ferrand in Lon­ 
don. to whom Poderjay said he had 
made commitments prior to know­ 
ing Agnes Tufverson. 
Poderjay and Suzanne came to 
Vienna, and lived simply. 
Following his arrest, she. too, was 
arrested, wearing clothes that had 
belonged to Agnes. 
In Suzanne’s 
apartm ent were the most intimate 
possessions of the woman who had 
disappeared.

HER A P A R T M E N T 
The apartm ent house in New York 
in which Agnes Tufverson lived is 
unique. Erected three years ago on 
the site of terrible slums, it rears its 
bulk like a modernistic ocean liner 
out of the surrounding drabness. It 
has numerous “set-backs.” which 
provide a series of marine terraces, 
upon which rows of French doors 
and bay windows look. The swank­ 
ier residents have their tea parties 
out there, with a view beyond of two 
rivers and the bay. 
Perhaps Agnes did not have a 
front apartment. 
The building caters to tha* class 
with incomes ranging from $10.000 
to $50.000 a year. 
Ea-h floor has etchings imbedded 
in the tasteful walls and grilled in 
at one side of the structure are a 
Japanese garden and a children's 
playground 
Taking their cue from the exclu­ 
sive Gramercy Park district, only 


two blocks away, sedate doorman 
and elevator men obsequiously ob­ 
tain cabs or see that baggage is re­ 
moved—and ask no questions.

"There is no indication whatever 
that the repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment has had anything at all to do 
with the noted increase," he said. 
"In fact, an increase was on the 
way before repeal." 


He said the most salient factors 


are increased car operation in terms 
of mileage and the millions of obso- 
lete and poorly maintained cars. 


"But above all," Henry said, "the 


inherent cause lies in the fact that 
neither as a nation nor as commu- 
nities have we organized on a ba- 
sis that is anywhere near what is 
required to meet one of our most 
crucial. 
"The only bright spot is the de- 


crease in the ratio of accidents to 
children of school age, due, of course 
to the proven efficacy of safety edu- 
cation in the schools and the school- 
boy patrol movement." 


One of the most disturbing fea- 


tures of the increasing number of 
accidents is that they appear to re- 
sult in a higher number of fatalities 
and serious injuries, Henry said. 


He advocated sound and uniform 


motor legislation, including a strong 
drivers' license law and a safety- 
responsibility law to lower the fig- 
ures.

“Then, we will challenge the NRA 
for sky-rocketing prices and the 
cost of living to consumers without 
giving 
commensurate 
benefits to 
labor. The vast bulk of our people 
are paying more for everything they 
buy and getting less income than 
ever before. 
“Finally, we will resist the regi­ 
mentation of agriculture. 
Millions 
of dollars have been collected in 
processing taxes and turned over to 
the brain trust to spend as it pleases. 
The farmer is being Russianized.”

Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau disclosed today. 
At a hearing which resulted in an 
agreement with bottle manufactur 
ers for placing identification marks 
in glass containers it developed that 
the illegitimate business in one pop­ 
ular brand of rum was ninety per­ 
cent of the total, while for a par­ 
ticular brand of rye the illicit por­ 
tion was eighty-five percent. 
Morgenthau has no information 
as to other brands although he be­ 
lieves the legitimate manufacturers 
are being deprived of an enormous 
amount of their potential business 
through bootleggers. 
“If this illegitimate business can 
be diverted to legitimate channels, 
liquor prices undoubtedly will come 
down,” Morgenthau said.

that in each liquor bottle would be 
blown the name or symbol of the 
maker and the name or symbol of 
the manufacture.

CONGRESS WENT 


BEYOND ESTIMATES

administration's budget problem in 
the new fiscal year beginning July 
1 has be«n mad< more difficult by 
the huge appropriations of the last 
congress. 
Instead of a $2,000,030.000 deficit 


on June 30, 1935, as estimated by 
President Roosevelt in his budget 
message at the opening of congress, 
a survey indicated that it will be 
$3,000,000,000 or more. 
In the adjustment of the balance 
•heet which the president laid be- 
fore congress, both estimated expen- 
ditures and receipts were increased. 


Congress went beyond the original 


budget estimate in most instances 
at the president's request. In the 
case of the veterans and federal 
pay-cut restoration, congress added 
$228,000,000 to expenditures over his 
veto. 
At the. same time, congress levied 
taxes estimated to yield more than 
$500,000,000 which were not 
in- 


cluded in the budget. 


While the official fiscal record of 
congress is still subject to dispute, 
figures ol the house appropriations 
committee indicate the appropria- 
tions exceed the original budget 
figure by $1,500,000,000. 


In addition, a contingent liability 


of several billions of dollars was 
created through the authority given 
the president to use additional funds 
for relief and the housing bill. 
The liquor tax bill is estimated to 
yield $100,000,000 a year more than 
the old tax rates. 
The liquor tax yield to date has 
been disappointing to congressional 
'tax experts. They estimated the in- 
crease in the tax rate would yield 
$150,000,000 a year additional, but It 
is falling considerably short of that 
future. 


Nevertheless, it appears the ad- 
ministration will be confronted with 
»i. almost insuperable problem in 
balancing the nation's budget in the 
fiscal year -in 1936, which was the 
era! set by the president. 


Unless there is a tremendous drop 
In expenditures, and a sharp in- 
crease in business or taxes are raised 
next winter, the 1036 fiscal year also 
may end with a sizeable deficit.

1 has been made more difficult by 
the huge appropriations of the last 
congress. 
Instead of a $2,000,000.000 deficit 


on June 30, 1935, as estimated by 
President Roosevelt in his budget 
message at the opening of congress, 
-«. survey indicated that it will be 
»3,000,000,000 or more. 
In the adjustment of the balance 
'•heet which the president laid be- 
•lore congress, both estimated expen- 
ditures and receipts were Increased. 


Congress went beyond the original 


budget estimate in most Instances 
at the president's request. In the 
case of the veterans and federal; 
pay-cut restoration, congress added 
9228,000,000 to expenditures over his 
"veto. 
At the. same time, congress levied 


taxes estimated to yield more than 
$500,000,000. -which were not 
in- 


cluded in trie budget. 
While the official fiscal record of 


congress is still subject to dispute, 
figures of the house appropriations 
committee Indicate the appropria-. 
tions exceed the original budget 
figure by $1,500,000.000. 
In addition, a contingent liability 


of several billions of dollars was 
created through the authority given 
the president to use additional funds 
lor relief, and the housing bill. 


The liquor tax bill is estimated to 
yield $100,000,000 a year more than 
the old tax rates. 
The liquor tax yield to date has 


"been disappointing to congressional 
"tax experts. They estimated the in- 
crease in the tax rate would yield 
$150,000,000 a year additional, but it 
is falling considerably short of that 
future. 
Nevertheless, it appears the ad- 


ministration will be confronted with 
mn almost insuperable problem In 
balancing the nation's budget In the 
fiscal year-in 1936, which was the 


• goal set by the president. 


"Unless there is a tremendous drop 
in expenditures, and a sharp in- 
crease in business or taxes are raised 
next winter, the 1936 fiscal year also 
may end with » sizeable deficit.

Huge Appropriations Give 
U. S. Greater Problem 
For Fiscal Year 


CONGRESS WENT 
BEYOND ESTIMATES

22.—The j 
administration’s budget problem in 
the new fiscal year beginning July 
1 has been made more difficult by j 
the huge appropriations of the last 
congress. 
| 
Instead of a $2,000,000,000 deficit ; 
on June 30, 1935, as estimated by 
President Roosevelt in his budget 
message at the opening of congress, 
a survey indicated that it will be 
$3,000,000,000 or more. 
In the adjustment of the balance 
sheet which the president laid be­ 
fore congress, both estimated expen­ 
ditures and receipts were increased. 
Congress went beyond the original 
budget estimate in most instances 
at the president’s request. 
In the 
case of the veterans and federal 
pay-cut restoration, congress added 
$228,000,000 to expenditures over his 
veto. 
At the same time, congress levied 
taxes estimated to yield more than 
$500,000,000 
which 
were 
not 
in­ 
cluded in the budget. 
While the official fiscal record of 
congress is still subject to dispute, 
figures of the house appropriations 
committee indicate the appropria­ 
tions exceed the original budget 
figure by $l,50p,000,000. 
In addition, a contingent liability 
of several billions of dollars was 
created through the authority given 
the president to use additional funds 
for relief and the housing bill. 
The liquor tax bill is estimated to 
yield $100,000,000 a year more than 
the old tax rates. 
The liquor tax yield to date has 
been disappointing to congressional 
tax experts. They estimated the in­ 
crease in the tax rate would yield 
$150,000,000 a year additional, but it 
is falling considerably short of that 
future. 
Nevertheless, it appears the ad­ 
ministration will be confronted with 
an almost insuperable problem in 
balancing the nation’s budget in the 
fiscal year in 1936, which was the 
goal set by the president. 
Unless there is a tremendous drop 
in expenditures, and a sharp in­ 
crease in business or taxes are raised 
next winter, the 1936 fiscal year also 
m ay end with a sizeable deficit.

NEW YORK—Two extremely rare 


clay models which were made b-' the 
Aztecs about the time of the com- 
ing of Cortez to depict their wind 
temples, have just been received by 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, and will shortly be placed 
on public view. 


"These temples are of peculiar in- 
terest in this day and age because 
they prove that our modern engin- 
eers were not the first Americans 
to give thought to streamlining " ex- 
plained by Dr. Geo..C. Vaillant Cur- 
ator of Mexican 
Archaeology 
at 
the Museum. 


"We may have streamlined planes 
cars, trains and buildings but the 
ancient Aztecs built temples with 
streamlined roofs and cornices to 
Quetzalcoatl—God of the air."

NEW YORK—Two extremely rare 
clay models which were made by the 
Aztecs about the time of the com­ 
ing of Cortez to depict their wind 
temples, have just been received by 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, and will shortly be placed 
on public view. 
“These temples are of peculiar in­ 
terest in this day and age because | 
they prove that our modern engin­ 
eers were not the first Americans 
to give thought to streamlining,” ex­ 
plained by Dr. Geo. C. Vaillant Cur­ 
ator of Mexican 
Archaeology 
at 
the Museum. 
“We may have streamlined planes, 
cars, trains and buildings but the 
ancient Aztecs built temples with 
streamlined loofs and cornices to 
Quetzalcoatl—God of the air.” 
Ruins of the large Wind Temples 
—of which the clap models in the 
Museum are small scale replicas— 
were found long ago in old Mexico 
and Yucatan. The streamlining idea 
was, it is thought based on the be­ 
lief that the characteristic of the 
Air God could best 
be 
expressed 
through rounded edifices that per­ 
mitted the free flow of air about 
them. 
“The late Madame Zelia Nuttall’s 
exhaustive study of the works 
of 
Spanish historians during and af­ 
ter the Conquest” continued Dr. 
Vaillant “indicates that the Aztecs 
and kindred tribes built many of 
these temples to the wind God. Tor- 
quemada a reliable historian, notes 
that the temple was round which 
surmounted the Great Pyramid at 
Cholula the center of the worship of 
Quetzalcoatl. 
“The entrance to such a temple’ 
according to Torquemada—‘had 
the shap and figure of the mouth of 
a fierce great serpent, presented 
in the way our painters depict the 
mouth of hell with its 
horrible 
frightful eyes, teeth and fangs. The 
roof of the famous temple and of 
others that surround it were of 
different and various shapes, 
al­ 
though some were of wood and oth­ 
ers thatched with a straw resem­ 
bling rye-straw.’ 
The ruins of only three round Wind 
Temples are known in Yucatan but 
documentary evidence proves that 
many existed 
in Central 
Mexico. 
These seem to Indicate that 
this 
form of edifice may have originated 
in Central Mexico and that the tem­ 
ple of Quetzalcoatl at Chichen Itza, 
of the period of the Mexican 
occupation of Yucaton.

FERTILIZER ASPARAGUS WELL 


FOR NEXT CROP 


Next year's asparagus crop will be 


influenced by the way the bed Is 
handled following the cutting sea- 
son which usually ends from June 
20 to July 1. 


Contlnous cutting of the- young 
shoots from the time they appear in 
the spring until late June leaves the 
plant low in vitality, and it is nec- 
essary from t) en until fall for the 
plant to grow a .vigorous top and 
store abundant nourishment in. the 
roots for next year's cutting sea- 
son.

It is essential to fertilize rather 


heavily with B complete 
fertilizer 


such as a 5-10-5 or a 4-12-4 broad- 
casting about 1,000 to 1,500 pounds 
an acre about the middle of June: 


Asparagus is a heavy user of fer- 


j tilizer, especially nitrogen, and needs 
i frequent cultivation during the sum-: 


mer to keep down the weeks. Weeds 
compete for space, moisture and fer- 
tility, and neglect during the sum- 
mer will be reflected in the yield 
next year. 


Asparagus tops may be cut'late 


in the fall after the frost has killed 
them or they may be left until early 
next spring.

IMPROVE FARM FLOCK BY 


CAREFUL CULLING 


Rigid culling to eliminate the non 


productive hen is a necessary prac- 
tice to insure the most profitable 
returns from the laying flock. 'How- 
ever, culling along will not increase 
returns from ,a 'flock 
which has 


been handled'indifferently or which 
is. suffering from lice and mites or 
from poor feeding and housing con- 
ditions.

Feeding a wet mash when pro- 


duction crops during hot weather 
may aid the good hens to lay pro- 
fitably during the. summer ana early 
fall months. 


Weekly culling can be done easily 


with a flashlight while the birds are 
on the roost at night, If the flock 
has been handled property1 the culls 
will stand out prominently,, showing 
yellow shanks and bsak. Further- 
more, the poor producers are likely 
to molt early. Hens which are thin 
or out of condition should be re- 
moved from the flock.

A summary of 
the first three years of Jesus' public 
ministry as recorded by Matthew 
might therefore be made In these 
four words, enunciation, demonstra- 
tion, promulgation and opposition. 


The Principle of the Cross 


At this point the cross emerges, 
and we read in 18:21, "From that 
time forth began Jesus to show unto 
his disciples, how that he must go 
to Jerusalem, and suffer," etc. Here 
Jesus begins not only to reveal his 
cross, but to apply It in principle to 
every phase of life arising before him 
and his disciples. 


Thus In the first lesson of the 


quarter we saw Jesus applying the 
cross to the lives of his followers as 
well as to himself, saying, "If any 
man would come after me. let him 
deny himself, and take up hia cross, 
and follow me," etc. He next ap- 
plies this principle of the cross to 
domestic life, showing in chapters 18 
and first half of 19 the sacredness of 
children and marriage and the ne- 
cessity of the 'forgiving spirit which 
is best learned at the cross. Then 
Jesus applies this principle of the 
cross to the stewardship of material 
possessions, saying to the rich young 
ruler, "Go, sell that which thou hast 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven; and come 
and follow me." 


The Cross and Ambition 


When James and John came to 


him aspiring for the chief places of 
honor in his kingdom he 'rebuked 
their selfish ambition as heathenish 
rather than Christian, saying, "Who- 
se :ver would be first among you shall 
be your servant: even as the Son of 
man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his life 
a ransom for many." In his tri- 
umphal entry into Jerusalem on 
Palm Sunday he showed the true 
kingliness of humility. In his teach- 
ing ministry in the temple he ap- 
pli d the cross to civic responsibility, 
saying, "Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar's, and unto 
God the things that are God's." 
The shadows of the cross gather 
about him, but he remains loyal to 
its principles to the end.

15 Miles Up

cosmic—which are known to hurtle 
through the stratosphere like shrap- 
nel, containing unknown quantities 
of energy. 


With leading scientists themselves 


mystified by the possibilities that 
may be encountered in the little 
known regions 15 miles above the 
earth, small wonder that the aver- 
age layman is puzzled by the fever- 
ish activity that is going on in 
preparing for the great flight. 


But there is real human drama in 
the undertaking, and even the sta- 
tistical data pertaining to the enor- 
mous enterprise tells a story that 
thrills the most phlegmatic.

Bags of chem- 
icals hung within the metal ball will 
also absorb any harmful 
carbon 


dioxide that might otherwise be in- 
haled by the flyers.

Geographic Society, In outlining the 
flight and its purposes, today told 
Central Press that establishment of 
a new height record was not rwing 
sought.

Black Hills of South Dakota, less 
than a dozen miles southwest of 
here. 
Exact date of the takeoff of the 
giant balloon will depend entirely 
upon weather conditions. Scientists 
and technicians on the scene place 
the tentative date of the flight June 
30—or the first cloudless, windless 
dawn that is assured by meteorolo­ 
gists after that date. 
The flight, for purely scientific 
purposes, is sponsored by the Na­ 
tional Geographic society, with the 
army air corps co-operating. It is 
financed partially by the society, to­ 
gether with voluntary contributions 
from individuals and scientific and 
business concerns that have an in­ 
terest in the myriad of instruments 
to be used in gathering hoped for 
new information on conditions in 
the upper stratosphere. 
15 Miles Up 
The balloon will rise to a height 
of 15 miles, though any peak record 
established will be merely inciden­ 
tal. 
The primary objective is a 
search of the millions and billions 
of rays—infra-red, ultra violet and 
cosmic—which are known to hurtle 
through the stratosphere like shrap­ 
nel, containing unknown quantities 
of energy. 
With leading scientists themselves 
mystified by the possibilities that 
may be encountered in the little 
known regions 15 miles above the 
earth, small wonder that the aver­ 
age layman is puzzled by the fever­ 
ish activity that is going on in 
preparing for the great flight. 
But there is real human drama in 
the undertaking, and even the sta­ 
tistical data pertaining to the enor­ 
mous enterprise tells a story that 
thrills the most phlegmatic. 
The balloon itself contains nearly 
three acres of cotton cloth, and 
when inflated with about 7 per cent 
of its capacity of hydrogen gas will 
towTer more than 300 feet in the air, 
as tall as a 27-story skyscraper in 
a metropolitan city. As it rises into 
the sun expansion will make the 
giant gas bag a sphere 180 feet in 
diameter. 
Sealed Gondola 
Attached to the balloon on its 
flight will be an hermetically sealed 
gondola—a 
ball 
made 
of 
light 
magnesium alloy. 
It is 100 inches 
in diameter. The shell of the gon­ 
dola is about the thickness of a lead 
pencil. This gondola will be a sort 
of flying laboratory in which Major 
William A. Kepner, pilot, and Capt. 
A. W. Stevens, aerial photographer, 


will work at the hundreds of deli­ 
cate and highly attuned instruments 
that will record the scientific data 
sought in the flight. 
Selection of a site for the takeoff 
of the balloon was made by Major 
Kepner and Captain Stevens after 
weeks of aerial and ground comb­ 
ing throughout the western part of 
the country. It was determined to 
have the takeoff just east of the 
Rocky mountains to assure landing 
in some of the open country of the 
middle-west.

SCIENCE SIMPLIFIED 


Earth's Bullet-Proof Vest Wards Off Con- 


stant Bombardment 


By RICHARD BAYLIS 


Central Press Science WrHer 
The earth, like a modern gang- 
ster, is possessed of a most effective 
bit of armour in the way of a bullet- 
proof vest. 


Somewhere back in time, perhaps 


in that period when the earth was 
born, a great deal of matter, ranging 
in size from small specks of dust to 
heavy rocks, began describing orbits 
around the sun, much like the earth 
and the other planets. These par- 
ticles cannot be seen through the 
telescope because of their relatively 
small size, but thuy do become vis- 
ible to the naked eye when they hit 
the earth's atmosphere. 
Traveling at a terrific rate through 


space one of these small stones en- 
ters the earth's atmosphere and fric- 
tion immediately causes 'sufficient 
heat to bring about combustion. If 
the meteor is small it usually is con- 
sumed long before it reaches the 
surface of the earth. If it is large it 
sometimes explodes or causes the 
ground to shake as in an earth- 
quake. 


Astronomers have estimated that 
thousands of millions of these shoot- 
ing stars enter the earth's atmos- 
phere every day, but that the earth 
is protected from the constant bom- 
bardment by its bullet-proof vest, 
the atmosphere. 


These swarms of shooting stars, or 
meteors, in many cases are believed 
to have had their origu. in th3 
breaking, up of comets, but for the 
most part they probably began their 
lives about the same time as did the 
earth, being but smaller fragments 
of the material taken from the sun 
in the process. We shall discuss this 
phase of the problem in another 
article.

Roosevelt, president of the United 
States.

NEW YORK, June 23—Beyond a 
doubt, Primo Camera was the big­ 
gest buffoon who ever

Max Baer wasn’t very 
good 
the 
other night. He was just very lucky 
to be in there with a chump like 
that. Moreover, Camera not 
only 
didn’t figure for a moment against 
any heavyweight who could fight; 
he couldn’t even lick me, myself, the 
knock-kneed husband and father. 
These are rather arresting state­ 
ments but they aren’t mine. They 
were made today, one 
after 
ths 
other in loud, ringing tones, by a 
man named Dempsey who is gen­ 
erally credited with having planned 
Baer’s perfect fight for him. Bui 
he even denied that. 
"Baer planned his own 
fight,’’ 
was the man’s disclaimer. 
"Don’t 
let him kid you with all those antics 
of his. He’s pretty smart. But he 
didn’t have to be with a soft touch 
like that in front of him. Cameras’ 
been around here, wanting to start 
something. He says he 
wants 
to 
fight again. Again? He never could 
fight. I mean that. 
Blocked With Face 
“He had a few, synthetic motions 
that he had learned by Rote. Once 
he was out of that routine of his, 
all that was left to him was the op­ 
tion of blocking all night with his 
face. Any sap can do that." 
It occurred to me to remind John 
at this point that Camera at least 
had unexcelled courage 
but 
the 
statement left him without visible 
enthusiasm. 
"Yeh. He was game, all right. 
"But,” he added, quickly. "So Is 
an elephant." 
Baer Great Fighter 
In other words, Mr. Dempsey is 
prepared to disapprove of the recent 
heavyweight champion on no petit, 
trivial scale and, by the same rea­ 
soning, he implied no flattering view 
of the present encumbent, at least 
as far as his performance v/ent this 
night a week ago. I said as much 
and Dempsey promptly confirmed 
the impression. 
"Yes, 
that’s 
right," 
said 
he. 
"They’ve gone crazy about 
Baer. 
But they haven’t seen the real Baer 
yet. He’s really a great fighter but 
don’t tell me he had to show any­ 
thing with a freak fighter who can’t 
punch a hole in a lady’s 
leghorn 
hat. Baer was off the other night 
or he would have won in a punch or 
two." 
As to that, I can merely add that 
the only man in the place who didn' 
think Baer had won in a punch or 
two was referee Arthur Donovan.

elevators, the second large group 
hadling farmers' grain, operate un- 
der a special code starting May 21, 
designed to protect farmers against 
short weight, and the elevators from 
being driven out of business by 
large competitors. 


Under the code major competitors 


are barred 
from 
taking 
business 


away from the country elevators 
through gratuities or bribes, or other 
unfair means. By this provision the 
code is expected to maintain an 
open market for farm grain. 


Elevators are required to qualify 


under the federal warehouse act, or 
heir state laws. Where the state 
does not specify storage rates, the 
operator is required by the code to 
post a complete schedule of elevator 
charges, and discrimination in rates 
between patrons in barred. 


Wage and labor provisions, in- 
luding a 48-hour week, and mini- 
mum wage scales, are fixed. Agri- 
ultural adjustment officers hailed 
he code as a notworthy accom- 
plishment. '

Are No Solution 
To Crime Problem

WASHINGTON. 
June 
22—The 
crime problem never win be solved 
by building bigger and better prisons 
speakers argued today as newspaper 
representatives gathered to discuss 
provisions of the newspaper code 
governing employment. 


Every speaker at the opening con- 


ference agreed that street experi- 
ence is detrimental to Juveniles-and 
that the crime prevention drives of 
the nation should center their ef- 
forts upon removing the child from 
the city streets. 


Among those speaking for the re- 


moval of the influences of the street 
from Juveniles were J. David Stern, 
publisher of the New York Post, 
Philadelphia Record and Camden 
Courier: H. A. Altmeyer, assistant 
secretary of labor, juvenile Judge 
Herbert Z. Cochrane, ol Norfolk, Va. 
and Sanford Bates, federal director 
of the bureau of prisons. 
"It is a great sounding argument 


for newspaper publishers to point 
to the beneficial 
experiences 
of 


newspaper selling" Stern pointed 
out "but the employers of children 
in the beet sugar Industry can in 
like manner point to the beneficial 
qualities of the air in which the 
children work in the beet fields.

proximately 15,000 country grain 
elevators, the second large group 
hadling farmers' grain, operate un- 
der a special code starting May 21, 
designed to protect fanners against 
short weight, and the elevators from 
being driven out of business by 
large" competitors. 


Under the code major competitors 


are barred from taking business 
away. from the country elevators 
through gratuities or bribes, or other 
unfair means. By this provision the 
code is expected to maintain an 
open market for farm grain. 


Elevators are" required to qualify 


under the federal warehouse act, or 
their state laws. Where the state 
does not specify storage rates, the 
operator Is required by the code to 
post a complete schedule of elevator 
charges, and discrimination in rates 
between patrons in barred. 


Wage and labor provisions, in- 
cluding a 48-hour week, and mini- 
mum wage scales, are fixed. Agri- 
cultural adjustment officers hailed 
the code as-a notworthy accom- 
plishment. ' .

“It is a great sounding argument

out “but the employers of children
